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Major  earthquake 
hits  Mexican  coast

A, major  earthquake  struck  near  the 
west  coast  of  Mexico  on  Thursday,  top¬ 
pling  hundreds  of  buildings  in  the  world’s 
most  populous  capital  during  the  morning 
rush  hour  and  causing  widespread  damage 
for  hundreds  of  miles.  Police  said  at  least 
170  were  dead  and  thousands  injured,  and 
unofficial  reports  put  fatalities  much 
higher. 

The.government  declared  a  national  dis¬ 
aster  emergency  and  placed  the  armed 
forces  under  maximum  alert.  Banks  were 
ordered  closed  so  the  guards  could  help 
patrol  Mexico  City,  250  miles  inland  from 
the  quake’s  center  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

“Unfortunately  there  appear  to  be 
many  dead,”  President  Miguel  de  la  Mad¬ 
rid  said  on  Mexican  television.  “All  of  the 
hospitals  are  on  a  state  of  alert  to  take  care- 
of  the  injured.  The  army  is  in  a  state  of 
alert.” 

Telephone  and  most  other  communica¬ 
tions  remained  cut  off  hours  after  the 
quake.  , 

At  least  60  were  dead  in  Mexico  City,  a 
city  of  17  million  people,  where  schools, 
hotels,  hospitals  and  high-rises  were  flat¬ 
tened  and  snapped  gas  and  power  lines 
touched  off  dozens  of  fires. 

In  the  state  of  Jalisco  110  to  150  people 
were  killed  and  about  1,500  persons  were 
injured,  Lt.  Juan  Manuel  Sanchez  said 
from  the  fire  department’s  headquarters 
in  the  state  capital  of  Guadalajara,  Most  of 
the  dead  were  in  the  towns  of  Guzman  and 
Atentique,  Sanchez  said  in  a  telephone  in¬ 
terview  broadcast  live  by  the  Bogota  radio 
station  Caracol. 


In  Ixtapa,  a  resort  just  north  of  Aeapul- 
.co,  two  tourists  reported  their  10-story 
hotel  was  shaken  and  “The  damage  was 
just  massive.” 

“Huge  chunks  of  cement  and  glass 
started  crashing  down  and  people  ran  out 
into,  open  lobby,”  said  Dale  Zolnai,  45,  a 
Defense  Department  staff  specialist,  who 
returned  to  Dallas  on  Thursday  with  his 
wife  P.J. 

First  reports  of  the  quake,  which  occur¬ 
red  just  before  rush  hour  in  the  capital  at 
7:18  a.m.  Mexico  City  time,  or  9:18  a.m. 
EDT,  came  from  the  U.S.  Geological  Sur¬ 
vey,  which  said  it  measured  at  7.8  on  the 
Richter  Scale  of  ground-motion.  The  sur¬ 
vey  put  the  epicenter  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
150  miles  northwest  of  Acapulco  and  about 
;  250  miles  southwest  of  Mexico  City. 

The  center  of  the  city  appeared  to  be 
hardest  hit.  Dust  clouds  surrounded  col¬ 
lapsed  buildings;  broken  glass  and  con¬ 
crete  chunks,  littered  the  streets  every¬ 
where,  and  people  gathered  in  crowds  on 
the  streets,  many  weeping  and  some 
fainting. 

Interviews  seen  on  government-owned 
Channel  13,  monitored  in  Bogota,  Col¬ 
ombia,  were  sometimes  drowned  as  peo¬ 
ple  screamed  out  the  names  of  loved  ones. 
Men,  women  and  children  could  be  heard 
crying  and  wailing  as  they  wandered 
through  rubble-strewn  streets. 

The  hotel  Regis  in  downtown  Mexico 
City  had  split  in  two  and  was  still  burning 
Thursday  afternoon.  Firemen,  the  Red 
Cross  and  volunteers  had  pulled  14  bodies 
from  the  building,  said  Channel  13. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Mexico  City  police 
said  on  Channel  13  that  at  least  100  multi-.

LDS  members  safe 
after  earthquake

Following  Thursday  afternoon’s, 
earthquake  in  Mexico,  all  300,000 
members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  1,500 
full-time  missionaries  in  that  area 
were  reported  safe,  said  a  repre¬ 
sentative  at  church  headquarters  in 
Salt  Lake  City. 

Jerry  Cahill  of  the  Public  Com¬ 
munications  Department  in  Salt  Lake 
City  said  they  are  still  assessing  the 
damage  to  church-owned  property* 
but  the  total  is  not  yet  known.  “The 
only  reported  damage  is  to  the  park¬ 
ing  lot  at  the  temple  in  Mexico  City. 
No  report  has  been  received  concern¬ 
ing  member  homes,”  said  Cahill. 

When  church  members’  needs  have 
been  made  known,  churCh  officials 
will  send,  what  supplies  are  needed  to 
the  affected  area,  added  Cahill. 

Only  three  of  the  eight  missions  in 
1  Mexico  appear  to  have  been  in  areas 
affected  by  the  earthquake,  he  said. 
Those  three  missions  are  Mexico 
City-North,  Mexico  City-South  and 
the  Guadalajara  mission.  Approx¬ 
imately  500  full-time  missionaries  are 
assigned  to  those  three:  missions.

Hebrew  and  English  proclaiming,  “Conversion  is 
Murder”  and  “The  Gate  of  J erusalem  Will  Close  for 
the  Mormons.” 

A  Brooklyn,  N-Y.,  publication,  The  Jewish  Press 
recently  published  a  letter  written  by  Decker,  in 
which  he  offered  the  support  of  Saints  Alive  (head¬ 
quartered  in  Issaquah,  Wash.)  and  encouraged 
Jews  in  Israel  to  sue  the  Mormon  church  and  poss¬ 
ibly  the  city  of  Jerusalem. 

“I  have  learned  that  the  Mormons  fear  court 
cases  more  than  anything  else  on  earth,”  Decker 
wrote  in  his  letter.  “The  reason  for  it  is  that  they,  do 
not  want  to  have  to  discuss  their  techniques  or  their 
theology  in  a  public  court  where  it  goes  on  public 
record.” 

Jerry  Cahill  of  the  LDS  Church  Department  Of 
Public  Communications  said  he  did  not  know  on 
what  basis  they  could  sue  the  church. 

“Mr.  Decker  is  a  dissident  former  member  of  the 
church  who  has  a  great  animosity  toward  the 
church,”  he  said.  “The  church  has  nothing  to  fear 
concerning  its  doctrine  or  its  actions,”  Cahill  said. 
Decker’s  remarks  have  no  basis  in  fact,  he  said. 
“The  Church  is  willing  to  stand  by  its  record  in  any 
forum.” 

Richards  said  the.  Ultra  Orthodox  Jews  have  told 
BYU  officials  all  Jewish  people  everywhere  in  the 
world  are  against  the  project. 

However,  Richards  said  many  Jews  and  Jewish 
organizations  have  told  BYU  officials  otherwise. 
An  official  in  Jerusalem  told  BYU  officials  that  if 
they  pulled  the  project  out  the  city,  it  would  cause 
considerable  damage  to  the  cause  of  a  free  and  open 
Jerusalem. 


Provo  District  Judge  David  Sam’s 
nomination  to  the  U.S.  District  Court  re¬ 
ceived  unanimous  support  from  members 
of  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee 
Thursday. 

Sam,  52,  has  been  a  judge  in  . Utah’s  4th 
District  Court  in  Provo  for  nine  years.  He 
graduated  with  a  bachelor’s  degree  in  sci¬ 
ence  from  BYU  and  received  his  law  de¬ 
gree  from  the  University  of  Utah’s  Col¬ 
lege  of  Law. 

During  the  proceedings,  Sam  was  asked 
a  few  questions  by  committee  Chairman 
Strom  Thurmond,  R-S.C.,  who  said  he 
hopes  Sam  will  enj  oy  serving  on  the  feder¬ 


al  bench. 

Thurmond’s  words  of  encouragement  to 
Sam  were  similar  to  the  ones  he  gave  last 
week  to  Salt  Lake  City  lawyer  Stephen  H. 
Anderson,  whom  President  Reagan  has 
nominated  to  the  10th  U.S.  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals.  The  Judiciary  Committee  has 
recommended  Anderson’s  confirmation  by 
the  full  Senate;  and  .  was  expeetecKo  vote 
favorably  on  Sam’s  nomination  today. 

If  confirmed,  Sam  would  fill  a  vacancy 
created  by  retired  senior  U.S.  District 
Judge  Aldon  J.  Anderson. 

Senator  Orrin  G.  Hatch,  R-Utah,  who 
has  been  promoting  Sam’s  nomination  for, 
some  time,  was  “very  happy  about  it,  ”  said 
Hatch’s  press  secretary,  Paul  Smith. 


The  unanimous  vote  by  the  Senate 
means  he  has  an  excellent  chanqe  of  being 
appointed,  Smith  said.  “His  chances  are 
better  than  good.  It’s  almpst  concrete.” 

Hatch  recounted  highlights  of  Sam’s  life 
before  the  committee.  “Judge  Sam  is  the 
11th  child  of  a  Romanian  immigrant, 
Andrew  Sirb.  Sam  really  cherishes  Jtis 
American  citizenship^.,  and , when  Ire 
changed  his  name,  he  selected  the  most 
American  name  he  could  possibly  find, 
which  was  Sam.  He  took  it  in  honor  of  his 
newest  favorite  uncle.” 

Sam,  as  reported  by  the  Associated 
Press,  told  the  committee  he  was  humbled 
by  his  nomination  and  would  work  to  dis¬ 
pense  justice  swiftly.  “Sam  was  relieved 
to  get  it  over  with,”  said  Smith. 


Weir  relates  kidnappers'  warning: 
'Release  prisoners  held  in  Kuwait' 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Rev.  Benjamin  Weir  said  Thurs¬ 
day  he  was  let  go  to  warn  that  his  Lebanese  kidnappers  “are  not 
willing  to  wait  much  longer”  for  the  freedom  of  17  men  impris¬ 
oned  in  Kuwait  —  the  terrorists’  sole  demand  for  releasing  their 
six  other  American  hostages. 

He  said  he  was  given  no  timetable  for  action. 

Weir  said  he  saw  four  of  the  six  Americans  before  he  was  freed 
Saturday  after  16  months  in  captivity.  He  said  the  four  —  Terry 
Anderson,  David  Jacobsen,  the  Rev.  Lawrence  Jenco  and  Tho¬ 
mas  Sutherland  —  all  appeared  well.  But  he  said  he  knows 
nothing  about  the  other  two,  Peter  Kilburn  and  William  Buckley. 

After  the  news  conference,  Weir  met  privately -with  the  fami¬ 
lies  of  the  hostages. 

Weir  looked  well,  said  he  felt  fit,  and  that  doctors  confirmed 
that  he  was.  His  son,  John,  said  his  father  was  within  one-pound 
of  his  previous  weight  and  except  for  a  new,  well-trimmed  beard, 
“he  hasn’t  changed  a  bit.” 

Wearing  a  yellow  ribbon  on  his  left  lapel,  the  61-year-old 
Presbyterian  minister  comfortably  answered  questions  from  re¬ 


porters  at  a  50-minute  news  conference.  '  / 

“A  window  of  opportunity  has  been  opened  at  least  a  crack  and 
the  opportunity  for  negotiations  should  be  seized,”  he  said, 
adding,  “I  fear  that  opportunity  may  not  last  long.” 

He  said  he  was  expected  “to  make  this  message  known  to  the  , 
U.S.  government.” 

The  17  were  convicted  in  Kuwait  of  a  series  of  bombings  on 
Dec.  12,  1983,  that  included  an  attack  on  the  U.S.  embassy. 
Three  have  been  condemned  to  death  by  hanging,  seven  others 
have  a  life  sentence,  the  others  have  terms  ranging  from  15  years 
to  two. 

The  Kuwaiti  government  has  refused  to  submit  to  pressure  by 
Lebanon-based  Islamic  fundamentalists  to  release  them. 

The  captors  “have  released  me  as  a  sign  of  their  good  inten¬ 
tions,”  Weir  said. 

He  said  he' conveyed  the  message  to  President  Reagan  in  a 
telephone  call  on  Wednesday  and  that  “he  did  not  respond  in  any 
specific  way.”

All  of  the  crews  are  from  BYU, 
except  for  the  construction  workers 
who  are  building  the  annex,  which  is 
being  done  by-  a  private  contractor. 
“The  crews  that  are  working  here, 
are  ' doing  an  outstanding  job  and 
they  are  moving  the  project  along,” 
said  Cox. 

Renovations  include  the  construc¬ 
tion  of. new  walls  and  columns  and 
lowering  the  museum  .ceiling  in  cer¬ 
tain  places.  “We  are  trying  to  do  all 
the  big  things  so  when  the  artifacts 
arrive  we  can  do  the  final  touches,” 
Packer  Said. 

Placing  the  walls  strategically  to 
give  security  personnel  a  clear  view 
of  the  exhibit  has  been  a  problem, 
“People  will  not  be  allowed  to  wear 
coats  or  carry  anything  into  the 
museum,”  said  Cox.  Since  the  ex¬ 
hibit  will  run  during  the  winter 
months,  a  place  had  to  be  provided 
for  people  to.  leave  their  coats  and 
personal  belongings. 

The  annex  was  built  to  store  pat¬ 
rons’  coais  and  personal  belongings 
as  well  as  provide  a  place  for  people 


to  wait  before  entering  the  museum. 
A  large  gift  shop  with  Ramses  souve- 
niers  will  also  be  in  the  annex. 

Franz  Johansen,  professor  of  art 
at  BYU,  and  BYU  art  students  will 
be  painting  murals  that  will  be  seen 
throughout  the  exhibit.  The  murals 
will  depict  scenes  of  Ramses  and 
Egypt. 

Along  with  all  the  work  being  done 
in  the  museum,  BYU’s  electronics 
media  department  will  be  working  on 
installing  emergency  lights,  video . 
cameras,  and  additional  alarms  at 
the  doors  and  windows  and  in  the 
glass  cases  themselves. 

BYU’s  police  force,  under  the 
direction  of  Wes  Sherwood,  assistant 
chief  of  University  Police,  will  hand¬ 
le  further  security  measures.  Sur¬ 
rounding  area  police  forces  will  be 
summoned  to  assist  University 
Police.  „  " 

With  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
design  staff,  work  crews  and  secur¬ 
ity  crews,  the  museum  will  open  as 
scheduled,  Packer  said.  “We  have  al¬ 
ways  been  under  the  gun.” 

“I  am  nervous  about  what  still  has 
to  be  done,  but  I  aifi  well  pleased 
with  our  progress  so  far.  Everyone  is 
going  the  extra  two  miles  to  be  ready 
to  open  on  schedule.”

Gov.  Bangerter 
gives  conference 


In  a  unique  program  to  receive 
issue  feedback,  Utah  Governor  Nor¬ 
man  Bangerter  fielded  questions 
from  media  representatives  around 
the  state  Thursday  morning  at  his 
monthly  Governor’s  News  Confer¬ 
ence. 

The  program,  originating  from  Salt 
Lake  City’s  KUED  TV,  involved 
media  representatives  in  remote  stu¬ 
dios  around  the  state.  The  studios, 
located  in  state  colleges,  were  linked 
to  the  main  conference  at  the  Uni-  1 
versity  of  Utah  KUED  studio  by  mic¬ 
rowave  and  satellite  transmission. 

The  Governor’s  News  Conference 
was  broadcast  Thursday  evening  on 
KUED  channel  7. 

Francine  Giani,  Bangerter’s  press 
secretary,  said  the  program  has  been 
conducted  monthly  since  January, 
1985.  “We’re  excited  about  the  prog¬ 
ram.  We  feel  that  this  is  one  of  the 
best  programs  we  have  to  bring  the 
state  together. 

“We  have  -tried  to  make  it  conve¬ 
nient  for  the  media  around  the  state . 
to  express  their  concerns  with  the 
Governor,”  Giani  Said.  “In  the  past, 
reporters  from  outlying  areas  felt  iso¬ 
lated  from  the  policy-makers  in  state 
government.” 

During  the  conference,  Bangerter 
said  the  state  can’t  lower  taxes  and 
keep  the  present  level  of  state  ser¬ 
vices.  He  said  many  state  representa¬ 
tives  have  offered  a  variety  of  ways  to 
lower  taxes  and  perhaps  have  led  peo¬ 
ple  on.  “The  rhetoric  stops  when  the 
budget  battle  starts.” 

Bangerter  said  his  recent  trip  to 
the  Orient  was  a  good  success.  “Some 
have  said  we  only  tried  to  sell  the 
Wasatch  Front.  In  reality  we  are 
seeking  to  sell  the  whole  state,”  he 
said. 


“I  am  not  happy  that  I  have  AIDS, 
but  if  that  is  helping  others,  I  can,  at 
least,  know  that  my  own  misfortune 
has  had  some  positive  worth,”  Hud¬ 
son  wrote  in  a  letter  that  was  to  be 
read  by  actor  Burt  Lancaster.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  If  the  phone  company 
is  going  to  charge  for  reporting  emergencies,  says 
JoAnn  Hall,  then  she  is  not  going  to  report  them. 

Hall,  a  senior  citizen  living  in  Murray,  said  she 
could  not  believe  her  eyes  when  her  emergency  call 
to  the  police  Aug.  19  to  report  a  burglary  appeared 
on  her  phone  bill  as  a  special  charge.  She  was  espe¬ 
cially  miffed  because  her  call  resulted  in  an  arrest. 

Hall  was  one  of  about  a  dozen  citizens  angry  over 
an  extra  $1.24  charge  for  each  emergency  call 
made. 

Mountain  Bell  spokeswoman  Carol  Dunlap  said 
the  only  emergency  calls  charged  were  ones  in 
which  the  caller  dialed  the  operator  first,  rather 
than  the  911  emergency  number. 

“Effective  July  1,  we  began  charging  for  oper¬ 
ator-assisted  calls  because  we  are  charged  by 
AT&T  every  time  one  of  their  operators  assists  a 
customer  who  is  on  our  system,”  said  Dunlap.  She 
said  the  charge  has  been  approved  by  the  Public 
Service  Commission.

MDT)  in  Phi¬ 
ladelphia,  could  be  as  tough  as  any  of  the  Cougar’s 
first  three,  said  Edwards. 

“They’ve  made  great  progress,”  he  said.  “They 
have  good  players  and  excellent  speed.” 

Edwards  was  particularly  complimentary  to- 
|  wards  the  Owls’  5-9,  175-pound  tailback  Paul  Pal- 
|  mer.  The  speedy.  Palmer  is  currently  ranked 
^seventh  in  the  nation  in  all-purpose  rushing  with 
198  yards  per  game. 

His  206  yards  rushing  last  week  against  Penn 
State  marked  only  the  fifth  time  in  the  Nittany 
Lions’  history  that  an  opposing  back  had  run  for 


more  than  200-yards  in  a  game. 

Rienstra  a  rhino 

Running  interference  for  Palmer  will  be  All- 
America  candidate  John  “The  Rhino”  Rienstra,  a 
6-5,  279-pound  offensive  lineman. 

For  BYU,  reserves  Vai  Sikahema  and  Steve 
Sanders  will  again  replace  injured  starters  Kelly 
Smith  and  Cary  Whittingham. 

Smith,  who  injured  his  knee  on  the  second  play  of 
the  game  against  UCLA  will  miss  the  rest  of  the 
season,  Edwards  said.  Whittingham  should  return 
to  the  linebacker  corps  against  Colorado  State,  said 
Edwards. 

Against  Washington,  Whittingham’s  replace¬ 
ment,  sophomore  Steve  Sanders,  played  an  excel¬ 
lent  game  with  three  unassisted  tackles,  six  assists, 
a  caused  fumble  and  a  sack. 

Y’s  defense  tough 

His  performance  was  part  of  a  defensive  display 
that  has  gone  long  unnoticed  by  media  observers. 
Three  times  in  the  third  quarter  alone  the  Huskies 
were  stopped  on  fourth  down  and  short  yardage 
situations  by  the  Cougar  ‘D’. 

“Their  defense  is  definitely  overshadowed  some¬ 
times,”  said  Temple  Head  Coach  Bruce  Arians,  a 
former  Alabama  assistant  under  the  legendary 
Paul  “Bear”  Bryant.

Woody  Herman's  'Thundering  Herd' 
will  perform  big  band  jazz  sounds

Get  ready  for  the  swinging  big  band  sounds  of  the 
30s  and  40s  when  BYU’s  Music  Department  pre¬ 
sents  Woody  Herman  and  His  Orchestra.  ' 

Herman  has  been  regarded  for  decades  as  one  of 
the  great  big  band  leaders  and  jazz  musicians  of  all 
times.  He  and  his  band,  known  as  the  “Thundering 
Herd,”  will  bring  their  “oldies  but  goodies”  sound" 
to  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall  Tuesday  at  8  p.m. 

Ray  Smith,  director  of  jazz  at  BYU,  said  Herman 
and  his  Herd  are  a  standard  in  jazz  music.  “Jazz 
music  is  only  about  80  years  old.  Woody  Herman 
has  been  a  part  of  that  for  60  years,”  he  said. 

Smith  also  said  many  great  jazz  musicians  have 
gotten  their  professional  starts  with  Herman’s 
band.  “It’s  always  a  real  credit  for  a  musician  to  be 
able  to  say  that  they  have  played  with  Woody  Her¬ 
man,”  said  Smith. 

Responsible  for  such  jazz  classics  as  “Woodchop- 
per’s  Ball,”  “Blues  in  the  Night,”  “Laura”  and 
others,  Herman  sports  a  reputation  few  have 
equalled.  Since  the  1930s  he  and  his  band  have  been 
delighting  jazz  enthusiasts  everywhere. 

Herman  started  his  music  career  early  in  his  life, 
and  by  1936  he  was  the  leader  of  his  own  band.  By 
the  end  of  that  same  decade  Herman  and  his  orches¬ 
tra  had  become  a  favorite  on  radio  and  had  played  • 
such  “remote  broadcast”  hotspots  as  the  Panther 
Room  of  Chicago’s  Hotel  Sherman  and  52nd 
street’s  renowned  “Famous  Door.” 

The  band  continued  to  update  its  style,  and  by 
1944  it  had  become  one  of  the  most  popular  bands  in 
the  U.S.  Herman  had  become  the  sole  owner  of  the 
group.  In  1945  the  band  had  been  dubbed  the 
“Thundering  Herd”  and  was  well  on  its  way  to 
success. 

Herman’s  Herd  has  spent  much  of  its  career  on 
the  road  and  has  gained  a  reputation  as  a  road  band. 
“Woody  Herman’s  Herd  is  the  road  band  with  the 
greatest  longevity  of  all  the  bands  —  only  one  year 
short  of  50.  In  fact,  Woody  is  referred  to  as  The 
Road  Father,”  said  Smith. 

Herman’s  success  in  early  jazz  hasn’t  stopped 
him  from  updating  his  styles.  Not  only  does  The 
Herd’s  repetoire  include  some  of  Herman’s 
greatest  old  hits,  "but  the  band  also  plays  many 
contemporary  tunes  by  artists  such  as  Chick  Corea, 
Stevie  Wonder,  Chuck  Mangione,  Frank  Zappa, 
and  Steely  Dan. 

During  his  career,  Herman  has  received  many 
honors.  He  and  his  band  played  at  the  Inauguration 
festivities  for  President  Reagan,  and  in  1984  Her¬ 
man  was  inducted  into  the  Big  Band  Hall  of  Fame, 
the  first  living  big  band  leader  to  receive  that 
honor. 

Speaking  recently  of  his  future  plans  Herman 
said  in  a  press  release,  “My  goals  and  desires  are 
nurtured  in  music.  It’s  my  life,  and  I  surround 
myself  with  people  who  feel  the  same  way.  They’re 
young  people  and  young-thinking  people.  I  won’t 
burn  out!”

Family  relations  seminars 
available  at  BYU,  UVRMC

Just  as  Appert  developed  tin  cans 
to  feed  Napoleon’s  army,  the  U.S. 
Army  developed  flexible  bags  to  feed 
their  soldiers.  Now,  the  Benson  Insti¬ 
tute  is  researching  flexible  bags  for 
use  in  canneries. 

During  the  Vietnam  War,  the 
enemy  forces  often  aimed  mortar 
shells  into  U.S.  Army  camp  garbage 
dumps.  The  blast  would  hurl  pieces  of 
used  tin  cans  throughout  the  camp 
wounding  and  killing  U.S.  soldiers,  so 
the  army  produced  flexible  plastic 
food  bags.

Albert  Purcell,  associate  resear¬ 
cher  for  the  Benson  Institute,  is  tak¬ 
ing  the  army’s  work  one  step  further. 
Purcell  has  been  researching  flexible 
bags  as  well  as  looking  for  other 
alternatives  to  the  tin  can  for  use  in 
the  welfare  system  for  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

“For  years  the  LDS  Church  label 
‘Deseret,’  has  been  synonymous  with 
quality  matching  or  exceeding  that  of 
high  quality  goods,”  said  Purcell. 

He  said  that  it  would  take  about  a 
month  to  convert  the  church’s  54  can¬ 
neries  over  to  the  flexible  plastic  bag 
process. 


The  food  preparation  time  can  be 
done  at  the  same  rate  or  faster  than  • 
the  time  it  takes  to  put  the  food  into 
cans.  The  food  is  placed  in  the  bags, 
then  into  a  retorter. 

The  retorter  is  a  type  of  pressure 
cooker  that  brings  the  food’s  temper¬ 
ature  up  to  240  degrees.  The  food 
cools  down  in  about  10  minutes. 

The  retorter  at  the  Benson  Insti¬ 
tute  is  relatively  small  and  cost  about 
$2,200.  “This  process  of  cooking  helps 
maintain  the  quality  and  taste  of.  the 
food,”  Purcell  said. 

Purcell  has  been  experimenting 
with  putting,  peaches,  apple  sauce, 
peas, .corn,  shrimp  Newburg  and  beef 
stew  into  the  flexible  bags.  Other 
foods  can  also  be  used. 

“The  flexible  bags  have  some 
advantages,”  Purcell  said.  “The  cost' 
of  manufacturing  food  in  the  bags  is 
about  a  third  of  the  cost  of  cans.  The 
food  is  easily  prepared  since  it  can  be 
pooked  right  in  the  bag.” 

The  bags  are  100  percent  water¬ 
proof  and  the  food  will  last  about  five 
years  he  said. 

The  bags  are  not  without  their 
problems.  They  do  not  stack  well,  are 
not  very  durable  and  are  easily  punc¬ 
tured  and  crushed. 

Along  with  the  research  in  flexible 
bags,  Purcell  said  he  hopes  to  be  able 
to  begin  research  on  the  use  of  the 
plastic  can,  which  Hormel  and  Camp¬ 
bell  corporations  have  already  begun 
to  use- 

“I  think  it  will  ,  be  the  way  of  the 
future”  he  said.  The  cans  are  made  of 
rigid  laminated  plastic  that  is  dur¬ 
able. 

The  food  in  the  flexible  bags  and 
plastic  cans  are  easy  to  carry  and  also 
easy  to  dispose  of  when  the  contents 
are  gone,  said  Purcell, 


Increasing  public  interest  in  family 
relations  has  spurred  the  Utah  Valley 
Regional  Medical  Center  (UVRMC) 
and  BYU  department  of  Family, 
Home  and  Social  Sciences  to  offer 
courses  in  family  relations.

Bill  Marshall,  a  marriage  and 
family  therapist  and  assistant  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Behavioral  Medicine  De- 
partment  for  UVRMC  will  teach  the 
Seminar. 

He  will  focus  on  the  affection,  com¬ 
mitment  arid  togetherness  of  the 
“happy  family.”  Marshall  said,  “With 
increasing  numbers  of  mothers  work¬ 
ing  outside  the  home  and  other  de¬ 
mands  of  modern  life,  families  have 
less  and  less  time  together. 

“Our  aim  is  to  help  them  learn  how 
to  increase  the  quality  of  family 
time,”  he  said. 


The  seminar  will  address  topics 
such  as  father  nurturance,  creating 
cooperative  behavior  among  children, 
understanding  the  nature  of  mis¬ 
understandings,  and  developing 
parenting  skills,  Marshall  said.  “The 
seminar  is  designed  to  .help  normal 
families  enhance  their  relationship 
and  increase  family  unity.” 

According  to  Wesley  R.  Burr, 
director  of  the  F amily  Living  Center 
at  BYU,  the  Family,  Home  and  Social 
Science  Department  will  offer  a  new 
family  enrichment  workshop  in 
February.  “It  will  center  on  ways  to 
build  love,  borids,  communication, 
and  how  to  turn  conflicts  into  learning 
situations,”  he  said. 

Marshall  said,  “The  BYU  work¬ 
shop,  is  a  more  intensive  program 
where  the  family  is  given  something 
to  work  on  during  the  week.  At  the 
hospital  we  present  a  fun  one  hour 
family  night.”

Studying  trees ,  weather 
helps  determine  future 


DECEMBER  GRADUATION 


Weather  forecasters  may  be  broadcasting  from 
forests  rather  than  studios  if  scientists’  theories 
about  trees  and  weather  turn  out  to  be  true. 

Samuel  Epstein,  'professor  of  geology  from  the 
California  Institute  of  Technology ,  spoke  to  a  group 
of  BYU  students  and  faculty  members  last  week  on 
the  climatic  significance  of  hydrogen  and  oxygen 
isotopes  in  tre§  rings. 

By  studying  the  hydrogen  and  oxygen  isotopes  in 
tree  rings,  scientists  are  able  to  determine  what 
climate  conditions  were  in  the  past,  he  said.
